On Oats, Barley Sales 


OTTAWA, July 9.—(CP)—Trade 
Minister Howe today anruunced the 
federal government will pay five 
cents a bushel on oats and 11 cents 
a bushel gn barley delivered and 
‘sold by western producers between 
Aug. 1, 1947 and last Oci, 21, when 
price ceilings on these grains were 
removed, 

The money will go directly to all 
farmers who sold coarse grains dur- 
ing that period, whether or not 
they already have been reimbursed 
by the eleyator companies to which 
they delivered the grain, While the 
government payment is being made 
by the Canadian Wheat Board, the 
board did not enter into the actual 
Gale and purchase of the grain, 

The payments wil] compensate 
farmers who sold their grain at the 
ceiling price before the ceilings 
were lifted, 


The Canadian Wheat Board has 
been instructed to proceed with the 
payments as rapidly as possible, 
Mr. Howe's statement suid, 

The statement noted that elevator 
companies have already made sub- 
stantial payments to producers who 
delivered ‘oats and parley before 
removal of the ceiling, 

“After reviewing the price situa- 
tion which existed last fall and 
taking into account the adjustment 
payments which have been made by 
the elevator companies, the gov- 
ernment felt that producers .. .

CORNWALL, Ont, July 9.~ 
Mr. and Mrs. Albert Lalonde 
were standing on the veranda of 
their home here yesterday wait- 
ing for a street car when they re- 
ceived the surprise of their 
lives. 

A freight train came rumbling 
towards their house. They 
jumped to safety but not before 
Mr. Lalonde was burned on the 
hafid by escaping steam from the 
overturned engine. Both were 
treated for shock. 

The wildly plunging runaway 
freight roared its way through 
Cornwall's Pitt Street North 
traffic, wrecking two vehicles 
and injuring three persons in all. 


It all happened while the 
switching engine was coupled to 
nine cars on a Cornwall street 
railway siding. Several box cars 
slid down a grade and crashed 
into the engine. The collision 
jammed the throttle in reverse 
gear.

Editor, Bulletin, — Oil is the 
property of the province, yet in 
the last two years Canada's 50 
big shots have probably got $100 
where Alberta did not get one 
dollar, 

There probably ig not one in 
1,000 of Alberta citizens who has 
any idea of the wealth of Al- 
berta's forests. Canada has 770,- 
000 square miles of public owned 
forest lands, This would make 
492,800,000 acres of land with 
Canada's population of 12,000,000 
and would give each person 41 
acres of forest lands, but these 
forests are deteriorating at the 
rate of 30,000 acres annually 
from forest fires caused by the 
condition of the forest land after 
they had been cut over by the 
lumber men leaving all tree top 
branches and waste timber lying 
on the ground, You see it takes 
time and money to pile brush 
and burn it and profit is what 
the lumber men and others are 
interested in.

The refusal of the Arabs to join 
the Jews in renewing the truce in 
the Palestine warfare indicates 
that the former believe they can 
win the conflict, 

Whether they are correct in 
that assumption remains to be 
seen, However, without challeng- 
ing their undoubted capabilities 
as fighters, ene is moved to re- 
mark that they are venturing out 
on a mighty shaky limb which 
might easily break under them, 

Whe point of this observation is 
that the battle for the Holy Land 
has become a much broader is 
sue than merely the establish- 
ment of a national home for the 
Jews or the maintenance of the 
Arab status quo, Without pre 
judice to the two claims, it must 
be recognized that the fate of 
Palestine is of vast interest to 
the whole world, This is true 
not only in the sense that it is 
sacred to three great religions 
Christianity, Judaism and Mo- 


hammedanism—but in the pol- 
itical, economic and military 
sense 


The Holy Land is the strategic 
heart of the land-bridge connect- 
ing three continents—Asia, Eur- 


ope and Africa, It stands like a 
sentine! at the eastern end of 
the Mediterranean; it is vital to 
the defence of the Suez Canal; 
and a few miles to the eastward 
are the great oil fields, 

It is a fact of great significance 
that Britain has been reported 
warning the Arabs that they 
might bring down upon their 
heads the condemnation of the 
United Kingdom, It is understood 
British leaders have pointed out 
that the Arabs would find them- 
selves in an uncomfortable posi- 
tion if the peace organization 
should convict them of aggres- 
sion 

However, the resumption of

Fuel Thievery 
During Wartime 


A certain Supreme Court 
Justice — unidentified because 
he wishes to conceal “the sordid 
parts” of hig past — had his 
memory jogged by the account 
here of keeping warm in war- 
time England, a process involv- 
ing the theft of roadside signs 
and fences, 

“It appeared to me that there 
was a note of smugness, almost 
of boastfulness in your descrip- 
tions of your fuel-stealing ex- 
ploits,” ,he writes, judicially, “The 
stealing of roadside signs, while 


’ creditable in its way, is distinctly 


amateurish and not to be com- 
pared with some of my own ac 
complishments in the way of fuel 
theft, 

“Without recounting all my 
crimes, let me tell you that an- 
other man and myself, on 
Christmas Eve, 1916, at Villiers 
au Bois, France, stole from a 
Royal Engineers’ dump, practi- 
cally under the eyes of two sen- 
tries with fixed bayonets, a com- 
plete telephone pole with cross 
arms. 


“I doubt if this feat has ever 
been matched by afy of you 
younger men, I should add that 
I was at the time not a lordly 
sergeant, like you, but a mere 
lance-corporal, Heaven knows 
what heights I might have risen 
to if I had ever become a 
sergeant.” 

Several letters on the com- 
parison of today's prices with 
those of 1940, One from D, G. 
Rogers, of Langley Prairie, pre- 
sents the view of a farmer. 

“1940 prices of farm products 
were still depression prices and 
to make such a comparison is 
sheer stupidity,” he writes, “How 
could the producers get by on a 
six-cent veal, 10-cent milk, three 
pounds of butter for 72 cents 
and all the rest of it? And why 
are they not entitled to a fair 
return on their labor and invest- 
ment?

himself if he doesn't change his 
ways. Why not try it here?” 

Jack Wood writes, “I operate 
a street car and although we 
car operators are sometimes guil- 
ty of infractions, what the motor- 
ists, especially taxi drivers, get 
away with is criminal,

liceman in Seattle carries a 
book of receipts for fines handed 
out to jay-walkers, This is an- 
other infraction that the police 
here never bother their heads 
about. 

1.L.G, who drives a heavy 
truck for a living, also puts in a 
word, “Your suggestion that the 
traffic detail be augmented is 
good,"\he writes, “The city can't 
actually afford anything less, 
But you might also point out 
that a full-time traffic court is 
long overdue. Also, the practice 
of forcing officers to appear in 
court in their own time should 
be changed. Every day I see 
officers turn a blind eye to driv- 
ers who break laws on the road 
and I think those two causes are 
behind a lot of it.” 


Last Word 
On Indians 


A Courtenay reader sends 
along an “open letter” to this col- 
umn, which appeared in the news- 
paper there over the signature 
“Demos.” “lt deals with a column 
that appeared here some time 
ago and says: 

“This effort of yours that I 
speak of was sometime in Janu. 
ary, and deals with conditions in 
Indian schools. Remember? Did 
anyone yelp at you? As a matter 
of fact, I have been more than 
interested in that problem for 
some time, and I know a little 
about it. | would say that the 
story that you told was a pretty 
fair description of conditions 
generally; something that we as 
Canadians can well be ashamed 
of, I would say that our treat- 
ment of the Indians from the 
time of Columbus wo 1948 has 
been consistently lousy. 

“First, why the segregation? 
In the few places where the In- 
dian Department has dodged its 
responsibility, and failed to set 
up any school at all and there 
has been a public school avail- 
able, the Indian children have 
gone to the ordinary school, and 
have been treated by the other 
children entirely on their own 
merits, and they have done very 
well, It must be, then, that the 
myth of racial superiority is com- 
mon only to the adult Tut, tut, 
that’s impossible isn't it? 

“You're right about the food, 
too, I had the misfortune on sev- 
eral occasions to have a meal in 
an Indian Residential schoo}, it's 
pretty grim, The Dominion Gov- 
ernment (you and I, chum) has 
shelved its responsibility com- 
pletely. All they do is to make 
miserable grants to the Churches 
who muddle along, full of mis- 
sionary zeal and empty of money, 
with the horrible system of un- 
trained teachers, inadequate faci- 
lities and the pernicious pelief 
that they are really helping Lo 
the Poor Indian, 

“Here's what to do Jack. 
Abolish the Indian Reserve; elim- 
inate the Indian School; send all 
the children to our public schools, 
and spend a few millions restor- 
ing the health of a once great 
people.”
